Tho throne 
bad ateps’ and a canopy, The Persian 
throne was-of gold, with light pillars-of gold, 
encrusted with jewels, upholding the canopy. 
Tho Egyptian thrones were of the arm-chair 
type, the arma formed ‘of figuras of captives 
or subject pringés. "The ordinary Egyptian 
household chairs weroarmless, though ‘Wil- 
kinwon gives one with a frail morticed bar ; 
‘and even the fawieuils fram the, tombs of the 
‘kings at Thebes, rich and elegant as they are 
in form, and. upbolstery, had merely low 
padded ridges, aearcely daserving of the 
naino of arma. Tho Gteete-had rechning 
couches and thin-barred -Arm-chairs in 
~doineatic, use, .bnt they resarved. the true 
arm. chai? for other representative purposes, 
Mr. J. A. St. John says: — The thrones: of 
tho gods, represented in works of art, how- 
ever richly ornamented, are simply arin- 
chaira with upright backs, an‘ example of 
which occurs in a carnelian in the Orleans 
collection, whére Apollo is represented play~ 
itig on the seven- -atringed lyre.
